The Bharpeat Ma-
nceuvre on the
Erie Records.

The officer of the Atlantic and Great Western
Railroad, No. 40 Bromdway, were entered last
night, not by burglars, tut by those well-known
and desperate characters, Measrs, Fisk & Gould.
Their object was plunder, of courde, but not of
gold, or bonds, or Erie stock, or anything that
conld readily be converted into gold, but the

osecasion of the entire set of books of the At-
aotle and Great Western Company, from the
smallest to the greatest.  With their usual luck
they met with their usual snceése: the books of
the Atlantic and Great Western Rallroad Com-
puny—us mwuny of them as could be found at the
oflice—are in the undisturbed possession ol
these repregonintives of the Ene road,

The reason of this transfer of volunble pro-
perty, why it shounld have been so peremptorily
and forcibly obtained, what new or old develop-
ments or manipulations are lnvolved in it are
not yet «quite apparent, Euvough, however, s
known to excite a strong craving for more
knowledge: and it §s preuty certain that the
directorate of the Atlantic and Great Western
Road are powerless in the hands of the monarchs
of KErie.

Last night one of the express carts of the Evie
Railway, accompanied by about twenty men,
llll:l\{lc opposite the doors of No. 40 Broadway,
and in the abzence of the janitor proceeded to
remove all the books in the office to the wagon,
The crowd and the appeéaravce of the men
aroused the fears of a woman who was left in
the temporary charge of the building, and she
sent for the janitor, an old man, who was in the
neighborhood. On his arrival Le could not sce
any other line of duty, in hia simplicity, than
sonding for the police, and to the police he sent,
When Officer Woodward, of the First precinet,
arrived on the scene he found a wagon filled
with office-books, a number of rough-looking
men clearing out all they could find fa the oflices
of No. 40, and altogether a geoneral upset of all
Lis notiong of law and order,

To put those notions Ina way of being put
right again, and to have law and order vindi-
eated, was the enrnest endeavor af his life for
the time being, and so he took the entire crowd,
wagon, horses, books, clerks, helpers, and parti-
cularly Mr. William Archdall O'Doherty, who
was acting as a eommander-in-chief of the ope-
rations, into custody., Woodward therefore or-
dered o march to the Flrst precinet station, and
told the janitor to lock the doors of the office,
On the arrival of this unexpected throng, the
captain fels himeelf unable to grmpple with so
much that was altogether out of the range of un
ordinary burglary, and so he sent the following
telegram to headquarters: —

Pro.Synodnl Sesslon -The Progriomme ol Pra-
coedings—Politienl Questlons—The Councily
the opern, and Actors,

Rosme, Dec, 10.—<The (Jicumenical Council is
held In the hall which hins boen armanged lor
its meotings, at the Basilion of St. Peter, whore,
on Tharsday In 1loly Week, the ceremony ol the
wnshing of the pilgrims’ [eet takes place, 1L
(‘(l'lll]lri"l'ﬁ the entire right brmneh of the court,
onc-hnll the transept, aud has been separated
from the rest of the chiureh by & wooden parii-
tion, neatly palnted in imitation of the preclons
marbles by which it is surrounudaed,

One end of the parallelogzram thns formad is
reserved for the Pope. There stands the throne,
with n species of grated enclosure in the rear
whitber he cun retire when fatigued. Par pae-
enthese, e is supposed always to ho present, bt
o man of feventy-elght would be unequal to such
un exertion, e hls attendance will nsually be
simulated by the appearance of the helmets of
his hody guard. On either side are the tribunes
for the Futhers of the Council, ench of whom is
provided with & movable desk, and also seats for
the ambussadors or soverelgns who may wish to
be present at the public eessions.  Withont are
dresaing and eommittee rooms, and around the
walls are hung all the great works of art which
record former couneils, or acts of falth haviog
reference to thelr declsions in former times.

During
the last six or eight months every qnestion has
been carefully elaboroted by lwnp:tratmy o=
misslons sitting under the presidency of the Se-
eretary of the Conneil, Bishop Fessler, o that

An abstract of these sepurate matiers will he
submitted to the c-ummLsious of twenty-four,
who will, in their turn, lay them before the con-
gregations, with the summary of the views of
each member, and n draft of the resolutions
proposed.  After due examination before the
congrogation, the entire question, with the vari-
ous opinlons, will te given to each member of
the Couneil, and the vote thereon will be taken
in general session, each member angwering in
the aflirmative or negative, as hiz name is
called; the purpo=ze of the preliminarics being
to get rid of unnecessary specches, and so
shorten the duration of the Council. With the
exception of the sessions, when the vole is
tukeyn, all the deliberations will, as has already
been atated, be =ecret: the first public session s
10 be held on the Gith of Junoary, and then will
he promulgated such acts as have already re-
celved the sanction of the I'olu',

With
the holiday season came the desire for his acens-
tomed jollification, and he indulzed to an extent
untsnal even with bim,  While in an inebriated
condition he procured a revolver, and, removing
the eylinder from Its place, amnsed himsaelf Ly
enapping it at every one he met. Botween
twelve and one o'clock yesterday he was sitling
in a galoon on Main strect, Kept by onc Samucl
Redish, when a party of his friends entered.

Calling npon them to “come up and tuke o
drink,” Me¢Donald placed the muozzle of his
pistel almost ngainst the head of o man named
Thomas Cameron, and pulled the trigieer, when
to hig hoyror and that of the assembled erowd, o
bullet went erashing through Cameron'’s brain,
and he fell upon the floor, his blood and brains
hespattering the walls and bystanders.  Terribly
frightencd and instantly sobered by the fearful
result of bis reckleszness, MeDonald exclaimedd:
“My God, boys, I have done it this time! What
ghall I do ¢

It is supposed that in his druuken condition
MeDonald had repluced the eylinder in his
pistol, and, having forgotten that fuct, snapped
the weapon at. Unineron iu sporl, with the above
result, The two men were intimate friends, and
there is no probability of any intention on the
part of MeDonald to commit the horrible deed
for which he is responsible.  He is represented
as n peaceable, industrious man, a blucksmith
by trade, and has bLeen In the cuploy of I
Dom, Es.

How a Bigamy was Perpetented ln Illinols,

Abont four years ago, as near as we can learn,
there come to Litebfield from Missouri a man
about slxty years of age, calling himself Cavolt,
Here he engaged in the occupation of hoarding-
ing-house Koeper and teamster. With him came
a woman apparently about thirty-five years old,
who presided over the domestic department of
Cavolt. Bhe represented hereclf as the widowed
daughter<in-law of the man, and had two chil-
dron who passed as her children and the man's
grand-children. She was geonerally known in
the neighborhood as the “Widow Cavoll.,” Both
the man and the woman represented that her
hushiand, dying, had commended her and the
children to the care of hia father, with the
urgent request that be would always remain
with and protect and care for them.

THE TORPEDO FROBLEM,
sSutlsfnetory Test of thoe New Ameriean Tore
pedo Bont—0Our Torpedo Fleet,
For some time past the Naval Depurtment hos

been engaged In solving the problem of a tor- |

pedo boat, expable of firing rapidly and with
certuinty, under water, a torpedo of one huudred
pounds or more. This prohlem has ot length
reached a satisfactory solution, and a boat has
been completed which is proved by experimant
to be faultless in machinery and arrangement,
Recently Secretary  Robeson, Viee-Admiral
Porter, and Commodore Chase, Chief of the
Buoreau of Ordunance, went to the Navy Yard at
Washington, to witness the experlment with
this new epgine of destruction.  After examin-
mg the workings of the machinery, and the
manner of firing, one of the destructives was
put in the frame, and the party proceeded to
the ghore to witness the result. A torpedo of ouly
thirty-six pounds was first ran ont with rapudity
and fired: !rul. the result showed that this small
amonnt of powder. even, wounld have been sufli-
cient to destroy any ship by lifting her out of
the water and breaking her baek, even If her
bottom was not knocked out altogether, and the
conengsion was felt fur up in the navy yard, the

Several torpedoes were fired from the vessel,
the explosion of which the party witnessel on
hoard, as they desired to ascertain for them-
selves the effect of the shock., The resull
seemed satisfaclory, a8 no change whatever is
contemplated in the machinery, which is very
simple, and “works toa charm.” The torpedo
vessel is the Nina, a very strong iron boat of
350 tons burden, capable of crossing the ocean,
und haviog n speed of seventeen Knots an hour.
She is not impervious to heavy shot, but can be
made g0, and is capable of reslsting nu?' ordl-
nary projectile that could be brought to bear on
her from the deck of o ship of war. Her decks
will be made torpedo and shot-proof; and several
arrancements will be applied, now that it s
known that the torpedo syetem I8 o success.
Such « vessel as the Nina, attucking an enemy's
squadron on the coast some dark night, or en-
tering an enemy's port, could destroy half the
vessels in the harbor, and easlly cscape, as few
vessels could overtake her. Buch a vessel could,
for Ingtance, enter the harbor of Havanan and
destroy every vessel of war in the port, under
cover of darkness. A squadron supplled with
such boats to be used to attack, ufter the fght
began, and the ships were enveloped in smoke,
would have a most declded advantage against
an enemy not thus armed for torpedo warkare.
It is reporied that our torpedo navy will consist
of twenty vessels, none of which will have a
less specd than twelve knots, and the fosteat of
them will go seventeen knets,
